TRUANT OFFICER’S REPORT 


Wilmot, N. H., Feb. 17, 1y08. 


Thru the courtesy of the School Board, and in their 
behalf, the undersigned reports that on the first day of 
September, last, there were in town ror children between 
the ages of 5 and 16, inclusive, according to the Census or 
Enumeration required by law. There were 54 boys and 
47 girls. It is interesting that, lately, there have been 
more boys than girls, and also that the number of chil- 
dren has been steadily increasing for the last few years. 
During the last year five children, who were in town on 
Sept. 1, 1906, advanced to the age of 5 years, and eighteen 
children, of school age, moved into the town, It is an 
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honor to the town that all children between the ages of Io 
and 16, inclusive, can read and write in the English 
language. Only one such child can be said to be very 
deficient in this regard. Also every child, from the age 
of eight to fourteen, attended school.
